When the oil slump came a 
year ago it was reported that Mr. Brit- 
tingham had lost $200,000 in the oil busi- 
ness.

Morecroft is quite confident in his 


prediction of localized broadcasting. 
It will come about, he says, by a 
gradual diminution o-j! the number 
of stations now broadcasting and 
centralization of those that rema:n. 
"Then we shall ?et better broad- 
easting," he predicts. "The centrali- 
zation of stations may ultimately 
mean government control, with one 
outstanding station sending out a 
program to all the others,

average. They can't help but make 
them simpler" and cheaper, when the 
name programs will be sent out all 
over the country at the same-tim.?.

WAVE TRAP IS SIMPLE WAY 


TO REDUCE INTERFERENCE 


BY ISRAEL KXBIN 


While DX is the rage, the wave 
trap ought to be hai;dy lor lacs 
troubled with local interference. 


Especially is this simple con- 


trivance helpful !n elimination of 
nearby broadcasters and in reduc- 
ing to a minimum reradiation from 
an oscillating receiving »et. 
Anyone with the leaat mechanical 


Ingenuity and at little expense can 
build his wave trap. It consists of 
the following parts: 
A 3-inch, thin cylindrical form, 4 


inches long, and composed of a good 
non-conducting material. 
___ 
A few feet of No. 22 or ttl DOC 


wire. 
... 
A good 23-plate variable con- 


denser, not vernier. 
A switch and five switch points. 
Where great difficulty i» encoun- 


tered in tuning out a local station, 
because of its broadness in trans- 
mission, and its extreme proximity, 
and where there are more nearby 
broadcasters trying to force invr 
programs into your receiving set, 
the trap shown in diagram at right 
should be used. 


Simpler Form 


But in case of only a single vio- 
lator in our district, the simpler 
hookup will do. This is constructed 
as follows: 


Wind the 22 DOC Tvire around the 


tubing for atout 35 lurns and hook 
one end to the aerial "lead-in and 
the other direct to the aerial bind- 
ing post of the receiver. Shunt the 
condenser across the two terminals 
of the coil. 
To operate this trap, set the dial 


of the tuneY in your receiver a little 
off from the local station that you 


Two fern* of wave trap, showing connections of parts 


varialble condenser until the local 
station's signal is as faint as you 
can posibly set it. Then tune 
in 
the distant station and again adjust 
the trap circuit. 


This careful adjustment should be 


made without vernier attachment 'on 
the wave-trap condenser, so that 
you may know at exactly what point 
to set the condenser whenever you 
want to tune out the K'cal station. 


In case of more trouble than from 


just one local gtation, the 
more 


complicated wave trap should 
bu 


used. 


For More Violators 


On top of the 35 tarns of wire. 
and in the same direction, -wind 10 
turns of the same wire, midway be- 
tween the terminals.

The primary of ten turns should 


be tapped every second turn, so that 
any station desired may to clira:-

condenser, but of the primary induc- 
tance. 
In thi» case, the variable con- 


denser is shunted across the second- 
ary, but the aerial lead-in is brought 
direct to the primary coil of the 
wave trap and the switch connected 
to the aerial binding post of the: 
receiver. 


If the materials used in this de- 


vice are efficient, the receiver-should I 
be very selective. Double silk 
or | 


cotton-covered wire should be used, 
but never enameled or any other 
form of wire. The tubing must be 
thin and of hard rubber' or other 
good dialectric material. 
- Of all .parts, the condenser mu-t 
be 'best. 
It must have extremely 


low loss, designated so t>y the manu- 
facturer, and must be 
efficiently 


built. 


Be careful to keep this 
device 


about a foot away from the receiv- 
er, so as not to -:ouplG ittooclos;ly

eral speculators, who had bought stock before the directors' 
meetings on expectation that the earnings would reach |55,- 
000,000 and the extra dividend would be 75 cents, or $1, im- 
mediately sold out, giving the steels a reactionary appearance 
in the next day's trading. Bethlehem was depressed later on 
the announcement of new -financing. 


Motors were heavily sold following the publication of the 


Studebaker quarterly report showing a large drop in earnings 
compared with the first quarter of last year.
